'Virginia  Yorks  and  Staymans  made  lower  prices  at  the  Liverpool  auction 
if.  Wednesday,  November  4,  than  last  week,  according  to  a  cable  from  Ered  A-  Motz 
Erait ■ Specialist  in  Europe  for  the  Foreign  "Service  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture.   -Virginia  Ben  Davis  and  finesaps  sold  at  about  the  same  prices  as 
last  week'J    Barreled  apple  supplies  were  liberal.    Of  the  73,000  barrels  on 
the  market  26,000  were  offered  at  the  auction.     Supplies  afloat  are  moderate. 
The  bulk  of  the  offerings  consisted  of  Nova  S.cotian  apples, arrivals  of  which 
have  been  heavy  all  season  but  are  now  reported  as  having  passed  the  half-way 
mark.     The  general  condition,  of  the  barrels,  was  good.     Inquiry  for  barrels 
was  moderate.     Boxed  apple  supplies  were  light.    Out  of  16,000  boxes  on  the 
market  -4,400  were  off  ere  d.  at.  the  auction.     The  condition,  of  the  boxed  offer- 
ings was  good.     Supplies  afloat  are  light.  .  Inquiry  was  moderate,  prices  rul- 
_ in g  somewhat  lower  than  last  week.    Prices  in  dollars  were  lower  for  both 
--boxes  and  barrels  than.  at.  this  time,  last  year.     Sterling  prices  for  barrels  . 
were  also  below. those . of . last . year  but  boxes  made  somewhat  higher  sterling 
prices  than  at  this . time . last . year .  .  : 

"AV London  barreled  and  boxed  prices  were  little  changed  from  last  week 
Barreled  apple  prices  .were  -generally  somewhat  higher  than  Liverpool,  whereas 
the  opposite  was  true  .of  boxes .    Most  .of  the  moderate  barreled' supplies  were 
NoVa  Sc'otian  apples.     The  general  condition  of  the  barrels  was  good.    . Inquiry- 
was  strong  for  "barrels.  .  Boxed. Washington  Jonathans  were  in  light  supply  but 
supplies -of  California  New  towns  were  liberal.    Russian  apples  sold  at  $1.50 
to  $2.06  per  box,  according  to  variety  and  grade.     Swiss  apples  made  $1.57  to 
$2.25  per  30  kilograms  (66  pounds)  .  .'It  is  reported  that  about  60,000  boxes 
of  Russian  apples  have  beep,  contracted  for  by  distributors  in  Sweden  on  a  5 
kronen  (about  $1 .11)  advance,  per- box...    The  definite,  selling  price  is  to  be 
fixed  later,  depending  upon  ruling  prices  at.  Hamburg  and  London. 

The  London  pear  prices  were  lower  than  last  week.     Supplies  were 
light  and  condition  generally,  good.    Most  of. the  fruit  was  from  California. 
The  demand' was  good.     Inquiry  was  slow  for  the  light  supplies  of  Italian 
prunes  at  bo th -Liverpool  and  London .     The  condition  of  the  fruit  was  fair. 
Since  the  Spanish  Almeria  grape 'crop  is  about  cleaned  up, 'with  recent  arriv- 
als landing  in" bad  condition,  handlers  of  Emperor  -  grapes  . from  California 
are  holding  them  in  anticipation  of  a  better 'market  when  the  Almerias  are 
out  of  the 'way. 

Arrivals  of  fnij t  .in  .the  United  Kingdom  this  week  ended  Tuesday;' 
Apples,  181,700  barrel  s 99 ,000  'boxes  and  1,600  baskets  from  the  United  States 
and  Canada;  pears,  23,000  boxes. 'and  plums,  4,000  crates  from  the  United  States 
grapes,  770  packages  from  .California  and  85,000  barrels  from  Spain.  Expected 
during  the  next  seven  days:     Apples,  126 , 700  barrels ,  161,300  boxes  and  2,000 
baskets-  from  the  United  States,  .and  Canada;  pears,  .31,000  boxes  from  the'  United 
States  and  1,000  packages.  pxvgrapes  .from  California...    The  following  prices 
were -converted  from  sterling  to  dollars  at  the  pi-evailing  rates  of  exchange  as 
reported  by  the  Eederal  Reserve.
